The above figures show the result 
of the sepcial election held Wednes­ 
day to vote on whether Sedalia should 
adopt or reject the commission form 
of government, and the total count 
show's the commission form defeated 
by only 214 votes. 
The election passed with an unusu­ 
ally light vote polled in each of the 
four voting precincts 
of 
the 
city. 
There was no disorder and the elec­ 
tion passed off quietly, with the anti- 
commission forces working hard the 
entire day to defeat the plan. 
From the very start the anti-forces 
put up a hard fight and all day Wed 
nesday had workers out getting all 
voters they could to the polls to vote 
against its adoption . The commission 
forces wrere not so well organized and 
*t was predicted, and very conserva­ 
tively, that had the campaign been ex 
tended another week the results would 
have been far different. 
The fourth ward piled up the hea­ 
viest vote of any in the city, a total 
of 979 votes being polled and of that 
number 650 favored the commission 
plan, with 320 voting against the mea­ 
sure. 
In the first ward 606 
votes 
w’ere 
polled against the 
commission 
plan, 
with 249 favoring it. 
The second ward gave the largest 
per cent of any against the commis­ 
sion form, the vote there being 359 
against, with only 78 favoring it. 
In 
the Third ward less than a hundred 
majority was given 
the 
commission 
form, the vote there being 413 for and 
319 against. 


T h e 
anti-commission 
forces 
were 
given a genuine surprise and at times 
during the day felt considerable appre­ 
hension for fear they would be defeat­ 
ed when the late vote came in.

final outcome, as they anticipated the 
majority against the measure would be 
an overw helming one. 
The defeat of the measure means 
that another election can not be held 
for a period of two years, but it is 
thought that the time will then be 
ripe for the adoption of commission 
form. 
The campaign conducted during the 
brief interval since the election was 
first called has been conducted along 
educational lines and was so far as 
the commission form advocates were 
concerned entirely free from politics, 
all parties being represented in the 
ranks of the speakers at the several 
public meetings held.

ists. A single merchant In Hong Kong 
is reported to have subscribed half a :

afternoon In a basement a t the home 


of his mother, Mrs. Amanda Cinter, 


920 South Massachusetts avenue, bv a 
jury hearing evidence introduced at 
an inquest held by Coroner Dyer at 
the court house Monday morning. 
The jury’s verdict was an open one 
and was as follows: 
“We, the jury, 
find that Lawrence Cinter came to 
his death by gas asphyxiation due to 
gas escaping from the service pipe in 
the basement of the residence at 920 
South Massachusetts avenue.” 
W hether the death was accidental 
or not the verdict doesn’t state, al­ 
though evidence would seem to lead 
to that conclusion. 
Numerous witnesses were examined 
thoroughly, the inquisition being con­ 
ducted by Coroner D .P. Dyer, assist­ 
ed 
by 
Prosecuting 
Attorney A L. 
Shortridge. 
Coroner Over and Dr. F. It. Morley, 
the latter a former coroner of Pettis 
county, who conducted an autopsy on 
the body Sunday, took the witness 
stand, e^ch testifying positively that 
death was due to asphyxiation. 
Each 
testified that the lungs, 
heart 
and 
blood 
condition 
indicated 
without 
doubt asphyxiation. 
They also stated 
that death evidently came quickly, on 
account of a fatty degeneration of the 
heart. 
The injury on the head of the 
dead man, they asserted, was merely 
a superficial wound, and could not 
have caused death. 
They stated fur­ 
ther it was not sufficient to injure 
the temporal muscles even. 
Ideation of valuable diamonds that 
bad usually been worn by Mr. Ginter 
put at rest rumors of foul play.

must insist on the right of its citizens 
to the freedom of the seas, even at 
tho cost of war. 
At the end of two days of wrangling 
in congress over the submarine issue 
the president sent, a letter to Senator 
Stone of Missouri, chairman of the 
senate foreign 
relations 
committee, 
explaining his position. He wrote in 
reply to a letter from Stone saying 
he wanted to “ help and not hinder’’ 
the president, and expressing the de­ 
sire that the United States would be 
kept out of the war. 
The president told Senator Stone, 
and through him, congress and the 
nation, that Germ any’s recent position 
presented insurmountable 
obstacles, 
hut that he was hopeful an explana­ 
tion would come and he would be able 
to keep the United States out of war. 
“ The honor and self-respect of the 
nation is involved,” he 
said. 
“ W e 
covet peace, and shall preserve it at 
any cost, but the loss of honor.” 
The president w rite his letter dur­ 
ing the afternoon, shutting himself up 
in his study, while congressional lead­ 
ers vainly attempted to get him on 
the telephone to tell him of develop­ 
ments at the capital and to arrange 
for the call of the house leaders.

Push Wedge In French Lines. 
London, Feb. 25.—In their driving 
offensive for Verdun, the armies of 
the German crown prince have push­ 
ed a vast wedge into the French lines 
north of the fortress, until they are 
almost under the guns of some of the 
outlying forts, and within five and 
one-half miles of Verdun.

Paris, Feb. 25!—Very little is heard 
now of the effects of suffocating gas 
at the front, though the official com­ 
munique frequently mentions attacks 
it which ii has been used.

Abbe Moreaus, director of the Bourges 
observatory, explains why 
the 
Ger­ 
mans are at a great disadvantage on 
account of the winds, and how* the 
allies could dominate them 
in 
that 
kind of warfare if they saw fit. 
“The battlefront, excepting between 
I Xoyon and Verdun, runs in a gener­ 
ally northerly-southerly direction, the 
rest of it east and west, while the 
north of France and Belgium are all 
the year round subjected to general 
Atlantic winds; that is to say, winds 
varying between west and southwest,” 
he says. 
“My calculations, based on 
the central meterological bureau sta- 
• 
tistics, show* that only 28 times in IOO 
during the entire winter on an aver­ 
age has the wind blown from the east, 
southeast or northeast: consequently 
in the winter season a German gas at­ 
tack has only 28 chances in a hundred

The numbers, growth 
and power 
of the criminal class is a m atter of 
serious concern. 
Mayor Thompson, 
of Chicago, sc i out a few days ago 
to purge that 
city’s 
police depart­ 
m ent of crime; lie charged collusion 
with 
grafters 
and 
Issued 
drastic 
threats. 
About 
the 
same kind of 
work is needed in many of the cities, 
big and little. 
Robberies, 
hold-ups 
and murders 
grow 
more numerous 
and immune from punishment. 
The police forces 
of 
large cities 
are the vulnerable point in cur sys­ 
tem of crime suppression. It is worth 
more money to 
a 
police official to 
stand in with tho crooks than to play 
straight, assuming that he is sm art 
enough to cover his tracks. That is 
quite a big “if.” 
But many grafters 
are disposed to chance it. higher sal­ 
aries for police 
officials 
might not 
help the thing. They might nr ke the 
work even more attractive to the dis­ 
honor. 
The most serious feature is not the 
losses through the 
more sensational 
crimes. 
The 
demoralization 
of a 
police department by the presence of 
easy money renders a force I'■‘ss sin­ 
cere and serious 
in 
repression 
of 
deadly vices. 
Also every successful 
big break incites

For ev­ 
ery big burglary a score of weaker 
and less capable men are
